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A HISTORY OF THE BENDIGO SOCCER LEAGUE 


In 1950, Mr. Walter Clayton advertised in the Bendigo Advertiser for people 
interested in establishing a soccer team in Bendigo, The response was sufficient to 
astablish the game for the next sixteen years and provide the basis for the present 
Bendigo Soccer League. 

Bendigo United, as the club was called, travelled throughout Victoria in 
search of matches. They played in Melbourne, Moe, Geelong, Ballarat, Shepparton, 
Merbein, Kerang and many other top Victorian towns and cities. 

Bendigo United was not a_ particularly successful side but did manage 
to win the Central League Championship on one occasion, and the Knock-Out Cup 
on another, 

Some of the Bendigo United players went on to play with State League 
teams such as Wilhelmina, Hakoah, Polonia and Moreland. 

Soccer in its present form, hit the headlines on November 8th, 1970, 
when the present Bendigo Soccer League was formed at what has turned out 
to be an historical and momentous occasion for sport in the area. 

Soccer had come back the previous year under the guidance of Ted Ellinghaus 
who advertised in the local newspaper for soccer players late in 1969, Ted 
succeeded in sparking off the old enthusiasm and collected a group 
of about sixteen players who organised games, coaching and visiting teams from 
Melbourne. At this stage the games were all played on the old Long Gully Ground. 

In the close season plans were made to join several other, already organised, 
leagues. However, two men, David Wilkinson and Michael John decided otherwise, 
and with a determination akin to madness — remember Bendigo boasted the 
strongest Country Australian Rules League in Australia, these two men laid the 
foundations of the Bendigo Soccer League. 

The old Soccer Club was disbanded unceremoniously on November 8, 1970, 
and the new league was on its way. The four teams were given four players 
each, the Captain and the Vice-Captain were told of their appointments and told 
to recruit — ''We kick-off in April." 

April came with over 60 players registered, trophies and awards fo cover 
everything, ground and equipment, sponsorships and tremendous hope. 

On April 4th, 1971, soccer was here to stay — four complete teams lined-up 
for the Official Opening — fully kilted out, a brand new ground, every local 
dignitary, T.V. cameras, radio, press and all of the trappings including mascots. 
The names Ted Ellinghaus, Joe Reilly and Tony Longano have been prominent 
in Bendigo Soccer since its inception. Ted was top goal scorer in 1971; Tony 
won the most consistent award; and Joe Reilly captained League Champions, 
Golden City. John Van Emmerik was the Best Young Player in that year. 

1972 saw an expansion of the League with Maryborough and Sandhurst 
joining. Sandhurst later became Golden City Colts and are now a club in their 
own right and are known as Colts. Joe Reilly topped the goal scoring, Jimmy 
Shepherd (Maryborough) was best and fairest and South Bendigo were League 
Champions. 

Seymour and Puckapunyal joined the League in 1973, and Sandhurst became 
Golden City Colts. City again won the Championship, Joe Reilly was again the 
leading goal scorer and Robert Ross won the Young Player of the Year Award. 

Golden City were League Champions again in 1974 and their brilliant goal 
scorer, Joe Judge, bagged 49 goals, the highest ever in Bendigo Soccer. Joe 
also won the Player of the Year Award with Owen Davies taking out the Young 
Player of the Year trophy. Eaglehawk, Castlemaine and Echuca made up the new 
teams in the League which now boasted 11 clubs. 
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Golden City’s stranglehold on League trophies was broken in 1975 when 
Strathdale were League Champions and Knock-Out Cup winners, and B.I.T. were 
League Cup winners. Ziggy Nowak was Player of the Year; Chris Ricketts started 
his three year dominance in the goal scoring department; and Michael Hogan 
won his second Young Player of the Year Award. 1975 saw the introduction 
of a Reserves competition which was won by the B.I.T. Chris Ricketts was 
again top goal-scorer in 1976, whilst his College club-mate, Paul Haye, was 
Young Player of the Year. Neil Copeland (Echuca) won the Player of the Year 
Award from the veteran, Tony Longano (Strathdale). Golden City were League 
Champions and League Cup winners, but College prevented them from winning 
the treble when they won the Knock-Out Cup. Eaglehawk dominated the Reserves 
Competition and won the Championship and League Cup. 

1977 proved to be the biggest year ever in the Bendigo Soccer League 
with the addition of Deniliquin to the competition. There were now 12 Senior 
teams and 10 Reserve teams — including a Rugby-Soccer Club. Golden City's 
dominance of the competition came to a rapid halt. They managed to win the 
League Cup early in the season, but College stormed home with brilliant victories 
in the Championship and the Knock-Out Cup. Chris Ricketts brought his Champion- 
ship goal scoring tally to 117 goals in 3 years when he scored 45 goals for the 
season, Veteran Tony Longano deservedly won the Player of the Year Award. 
Michael Hogan won his third Young Player of the Year Award. Golden City 
won the Rezerves Championship and Colts A defeated Rugby to win the Knock- 
Out Cup. 

The 1978 season, which is about to get under way, sees the League with 
11 Senior teams and 12 Reserves teams. Seymour have left for greener pastures, 
whilst Ted Ellinghaus has raised the Bendigo Old Boys’ Club (over 30's) to enter 
the Reserves competition. The dream of a Bendigo City team playing in Melbourne 
has been finally realised as Bendigo has been accepted into Provisional League (2). 
This augers well for the future of the young players in the League and gives 
them something to aim for. Finally, the B.S.L. has been invited to represent 
Victoria in the Australian Amateur Soccer Championships in Adelaide at Easter. 
This is the biggest boost the B.S.L. has ever had.

In 1972 junior soccer was started in response to a request from young 
enthusiasts for an alternative football code. From the outset the newly formed 
administration determined that all their decisions would be geared to satisfying 
the youngsters; to maintaining their enthusiasm; to improving their personal 
performance and to developing their sense of fair play. 


As the rewards of any programme are related jo the level of involvement 
of the individual participants the administration has tried to involve as many 
youngsters as possible in the few short years since the league began. From the 
initial four team competition the league has grown to a three division, 27 team 
competition, Even this rapid growth has not been sufficient to cater for the numbers 
of youngsters wanting to play and so the league waived the generally accepted 
rules governing the number of substitutes and allowed the under-12 and under-14 
teams to play any number of players and to change them on and off the field 
throughout the game. By doing this it has been possible to involve many more 
youngsters each Saturday, This year it has been decided that goal averages will 
not be considered in the hope that it will also encourage coaches to play more 
of their less skilful players against the weaker teams. The Administration also has 
made it clear to coaches and supporters that they will not tolerate any encourage- 
ment of aggressive play as the protection of the youngsters is of prime concern 
and it is considered that overly aggressive play tends to reduce the development 
of skill. 


Quite obviously the object of any competitive sport is to win and players 
should be encouraged to use every practical means of winning within the rules 
and the spirit of the game. It is hoped that coaches will instil in all their players 
the attitudes that will allow them to accept success with grace and failure with 
restraint. The importance of the coaches who work with juniors cannot be over- 
stressed and it is vital to the future of junior soccer that they keep the game in 
perspective. He must constantly be aware that he is training youngsters not 
professionals, and that he is there for the players sake, not the other way around. 
More than anyone else, the coach will determine the participant's level of enjoy- 
ment and satisfaction. A thoughtless comment, an outburst of bad temper at 
players or referee, a lack of encouraging comment to boys who are trying, or 
simply overlooking the last boy on the bench can destroy weeks of dedicated 
effort by coach and players. The attitude and character of the coach are usually 
reflected in the actions of his players. 


If junior soccer is to continue to grow in Bendigo a highly skilful and tacti- 
cally sound game must be developed so that it is satisfying to play and enjoyable 
to watch. To reach such a standard in Bendigo we need the assistance of experienced 
players to act as coaches for our juniors have reached the stage where they need 
this additional expertise. 


Experienced players need not worry that their efforts would be judged by 
their win-loss record, for the Administration is not interested in anything other 
than their overall contribution to the game, their ability to teach the basic skills 
and simple tactics and by their efforts to motivate and develop desirable attitudes 
and conduct in the young players on and off the field. 


The Administration would like to thank the few senior players who have 
helped us in the past and the many schoolboys who have given up so much of 
their free time to coach, manage and referee. We would also like to repeat what 
we have already said: we need more senior players to help us out this coming 
season. 
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COACHING HINTS

The following represents the first of a series on how to improve your play. 
Some of the basic skills of the game, i.e., heading, receiving the ball and tackling 
are outlined, along with many practice routines for improving these skills. 


HEADING 
Heading the ball is a technique of particular importance for back and forward 
players and one which all players should try to develop. ; ; 
When introducing heading to beginners try to build confidence quickly. This 
will be aided by using a lightweight ball so that mistakes will ‘not be painful. 
A ball which has been let down slightly will also be more comfortable to head 
in the early stages. The technique of heading is shown in Fig. 1.

feet should be comfortably apart to 
provide a balanced position. 


Introductory Practice 

(a) Throw the ball in the air, head and catch it. 

(b) Try to head the ball as many times as possible. 

(c) Throw the ball to a partner, 4 metres away, and head to each other. 

As confidence increases the players may be encouraged to increase the 
power in the heading by arching the back and then coming forward from the 
hips to head through the ball. The feet should be apart and the knees flexed 
to allow backward and forward movement of the body, as in Fig. 2.

Practice 1 


HEAD TENNIS 


The ball must be played over the 
centre line or net with the head, to land 
in the opponents’ court. The ball may 
bounce once and must be kept in the air. 
Each time the ball is played into the 
opponents’ court it must be headed. 

If the ball touches the ground more 
than once on either side or lands out- 
side the court a point is awarded to the 
other team. 

Rules may be adapted to suit the 
ability of the players. 


HEADING 


There are many occasions when defending players have to deal with high 
balls in or around their penalty area, Crosses from the flanks and midfield, long 
throw-ins, corner kicks and free kicks are all situations which pose an enomous 
threat to the goal. 


When jumping to head the ball the following points should be remembered: 
(a) More height will be gained if you take two or three steps into the jump. 
(b) Take off on one foot and bring your free leg and arms up vigorously. 
(c) As your body leaves the ground, arch your back. 


(d) Just before impact with the ball, thrust the top half of your body forwards 
so that your head makes contact with the ball to give power to the 
header. The legs will also come forwards to maintain a balanced landing 
position, as shown in Fig, 1. 


The direction of the ball may be changed by using your neck to turn your 
head and bring it forcefully into the ball.

No matter how good you are technically at heading the ball, you must have 
courage and determination when it comes to winning the ball in the air. 
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The first thing you must do is attack the ball and be first to it. Move into 
the line of the ball as early as possible and then move towards it to head the 
ball at the highest possible point. This requires good timing in jumping and 
ability to predict the flight path of the ball as early as possible. r 

Once you get to the ball, go for height and head through the bottom half. 
The longer the ball is in the air the more time the defenders have to prepare 
themselves to clear it effectively. 


Distance is next on the list of priorities. Head the ball as far as possible 
away from the goal. The direction of the header should be wide and away from 
the flight path of the ball. 


Remember the following points, attack the ball and head for height, distance 
and width in that order. 


RECEIVING THE BALL 


When a player decides to receive the ball during a game, there are several 
techniques which he may use to contro! the ball. The height and trajectory of the 
ball will influence how the player controls the ball and the time and space in 
which the player has to move will either increase or decrease the options open 
to him. A player may have space to move backwards and receive a high pass 
as the ball bounces, instead of on his chest. The player may have an opponent 
behind him or he may want to move forwards with the ball as quickly as possible, 
in which case he may have to receive the ball on his chest or even head the 
ball forwards.

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The following points should be remembered when receiving the ball: 


(a) Move into the line of the ball as early as possible and then move towards 
it, 
(b) Relax and withdraw the receiving surface just before making contact. 


The speed of the ball will determine how quickly the receiving surface 
is withdrawn. 


Once the techniques have been mastered you should practise receiving and 
deflecting the ball. This is done in one movement and is vital if you want to 
move off quickly as you receive the ball.

RECEIVING THE BALL 
The following practices are designed to develop a player's technical ability 
when receiving the ball. 


Practice 1 


The players work in pairs or groups of three and pass the ball to one another 
along the ground. When a player has the ball he must run with it until his 
partner calls for the ball, and then pass accurately to feet. The player receiving 
the pass must get in line with the ball and then move towards it. The players 
may be given directions in which to move as they receive the ball. 


Practice 2 

Al passes the ball to X1 who must kick the ball forwards, X1 must then 
try to run around the bases B1, B2 and B3 back to his starting position, without 
stopping, to score a run for his team. The A team have to pass the ball to one 
of the bases before the X runner gets there in order to get him out. If the ball 
goes in the air from the X player's kick the A team may get him out in the fol- 
lowing way: (a) By trapping the ball on the first bounce, or (b) Touching the 
ball twice before it hits the ground. No player is allowed to handle the ball 
at any stage. The rules may be adapted to suit the ability of the players.

RECEIVING THE BALL 


A player in a match is constantly making decisions regarding controlling the 
ball. The decision of whether to control the ball or not ,is influenced by several 
factors, one of which is the position of team-mates and opposing players. There- 
fore it is desirable for beginners to develop techniques in situations which demand 
decision making. 


The following practices may be used to help players decide when and when 
not to receive the ball. 


In Practice 4 A passes to B who is challenged by D. When A passes the ball, 
D may do one of three things. 


(a) Try to intercept the pass from B to either A or C. 
(b) Tackle B if he keeps the ball. 


If B decides to keep the ball each time, D may move closer to B, to be in 
a more threatening position, 


A, B and C have to make three passes without D touching the ball. The 
service may be varied for practice of diffeernt techniques, 


Practice 4 Practice 5 


In Practice 5, A passes to B who is marked by C. A and B have to get 
the ball to D. Defender C must stay behind B until A passes the ball. One important 
point for B is his angle of run to receive the ball. If B runs sideways and then 
goes to meet the pass he will be able to glance over his shoulder more easily 
to see where C is and decide whether to keep the ball and turn, or pass back 
to A. It may be necessary to position C several yards behind B to allow him more 
time to do this in the beginning. 
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TACKLING 

There are several techniques which are used in tackling, (a) The front block 
tackle, (b) The side block tackle, and (c) The sliding tackle. 

When using the front block tackle the tackling foot should be turned outwards 
so that contact with the ball is made with the inside of the foot. The knee should 
be slightly flexed and the muscles of the leg firmly contracted. To be in the 
strongest position to win the tackle the body should be over the ball at contact 
as in Fig. 1.

The side block tackle or the sliding tackle is used when the defender is 
travelling in the same direction as the player with the ball. 

The side block tackle may be used when the defender is able to get close 
enough to the attacker, so that he does not have to stretch to make the tackle. 
The non-tackling foot should be placed close to the ball so that the weight of the 
body is over the ball when the tackle is made, as in Figs. 1 and 2.

The sliding tackle is often used as a last resort, or when the ball may be 
knocked out of play. Sliding tackles should be used with caution because if the 
tackle is unsuccessful the defender is left on the ground and out of the game. 

Figs. 3 and 4 show the sliding tackle and it is important to note that the 
tackling leg is the leg which is farthest away from the opponent. 

One of the most common mistakes is to tackle with the inside leg. Such 
tackles often result in a free-kick being given away unnecessarily.

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THE HISTORY OF THE BENDIGO WOMEN’S SOCCER 
LEAGUE 


In 1975, with the help of the then Secretary of the B.S.L., Mr. lan Platt, 
the Bendigo Women's Soccer Association was formed with four teams — Bendigo 
High School, Golden Square High School, B.I.T. and Eaglehawk, with B.I.T. 
dominating the season. 


Since that time the Association has gone from strength to strength. 1976 
saw the same teams lining up, but G.S.H.S. had joined Golden City, while B.H.S. 
gained sponsorship. This year also saw the first contact with the Victorian Women's 
Soccer Association. Consequently, three inter-league matches against the State 
squad were played. The first of these matches resulted in a sound defeat for 
the combined Bendigo team, but great value and experience was gained. This 
was evident in the following encounters with them, the last of which resulted 
in a 1-1 draw in an exhibition game in the B.S.L.'s 5-a-side competition. 


Last year saw a new team entering the competition to make 5 clubs reg- 
istered with B.W.S.A. All teams at this stage had joined with men's clubs and 
they were: College, Golden City, Eaglehawk, Colts and South Epsom. Again 
this year a number of inter-league matches were played against the Victorians 
as well as other country teams. 1977 also saw the affiliation of the B.W.S.A. 
with the State body which resulted in close contact with the V.W.S.A. As a 
result, Bendigo has had the services of the State coach Albert Martin, and our 
affiliation enabled one of our local players, Cheryl Elvey, to be selected in the 
State team for the National Titles in Perth in August. This is a good indication 
of the improvement in general standard within the Bendigo teams. Earlier in the 
year two combined teams travelled to Ballarat in a promotional exercise. This 
resulted in a full page spread in the Ballarat Courier on the following Monday. 


Later the Bendigo team travelled to Swan Hill and played the Swan Hill 
Association side in a curtain raiser. Again Bendigo was able to demonstrate 
its strength by soundly defeating the locals. 


The final event of the year was a Round Robin in which Waverley, a first 
division Melbourne side, Seymour and Swan Hill, along with local teams, com- 
peted. This was a very successful weekend which saw Waverley defeating College 
in the final, after extra time, to clinch the title. Once again indicating the im- 
provement in the standard of the local competition. 


Season 1978 promises to be bigger and better than last year, with a 
sixth team, Seymour, affiliating and with the formation of a Bendigo Squad to play 
in inter-league matches. 


We would like to take the opportunity to thank the B.S.L. and local clubs 
for their support, especially in the areas of coaching and refereeing, as well as 
allowing us to use their pitches. We have an ever-increasing need for more 
support in these areas as our numbers and skills improve.

THE LAWS OF THE GAME 


For a more detailed guide to the Laws of the Game reference should be 
made to the Football Association publication ‘Referees’ Chart and Players’ Guide to 
the Laws of Association Football.'’ 


NUMBER OF PLAYERS (LAW THREE) — 


(1) A match shall be played by two teams, each consisting of not more than 
eleven players, one of whom shall be the goalkeeper. 


(2) Substitutes may be used in any match played under the rules of a 

competition, subject to the following conditions. 

(a) that the authority of the International Association(s) or National 
Association(s) concerned, has been obtained. 

(b) that, subject to the restriction contained in the following paragraph 
(c), the rules of a competition shall state how many, if any, substi- 
tutes may be used, and 

(c) that a team shall not be permitted to use more than two substitutes 
in any match. 


(3) Any of the other players may change places with the goalkeeper, 
provided that the referee is informed before the change is made, and 
provided also, that the change is made during a stoppage in the game.

(4) When a goalkeeper or any other player is to be replaced by a substitute, 
the following conditions shall be observed: Aes 
(a) the referee shall be informed of the proposed substitution before 


it is made. ; 
(b) the substitute shall not enter the field of play until the player 
he is replacing has left, and he has received a signal from 


the referee. x 
(c) he shall enter the field during a stoppage of the game, and at the 


halfway line. 
(5) A match should not be considered valid if there are fewer than seven 
players in either of the teams. 
(6) A player who has been replaced shall not take any further part in the 
game. 


(7) A substitute shall be deemed to be a player and shall be subject to the 
authority and jurisdiction of the Referee whether called upon to play 


or not. 


PLAYERS’ EQUIPMENT (LAW FOUR) — 


A player shall not wear anything which is dangerous to another player. 
Footwear (boots or shoes) must conform to the following standard:— 


lat 

bars shall be made of leather or rubber and shall be transverse and flat, 

a nat less than half an inch in width and shall extend the total width of 
the sole and be rounded at the courners. 


(b) Studs which are independently mounted on the sole and are replaceable 
shall be made of leather, rubber, aluminium, plastic or similar material 
and shall be solid. With the exception of that part of the stud forming 
the base, which shall not protude from the sole more than one quarter 
of an inch, studs shall be round in plan and not less than half an inch 
in diameter. Where studs are tapered the minimum diameter of any 
section of the stud must not be less than half an inch. Where metal 
seating for the screw type is used, this seating must be embedded in 
the sole of the footwear and any attachment screw shall be part of the 
stud. Other than the metal seating for the screw type of stud, no metal 
plates even though covered with leather or rubber shall be worn, neither 
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studs which are threaded to allow them to be screwed on to a base screw 
that is fixed by nails or otherwise to the soles of footwear, nor studs 
which, apart from the base, have any form of protuding edge rim, or 
relief marking, or ornament should be allowed. 


(c) Studs which are moulded as an integral part of the sole and are not 
replaceable shall be made of rubber, plastic, polyurethene or similar soft 
materials. Provided that there are no fewer than ten studs on the sole, 
they shall have a minimum diameter of three-eights of an inch (10mm). 
In all other respects they shall conform to the general requirements of 
this law. 


(d) Combined bars and studs may be worn, provided the whole conforms 
to the general requirements of this law. Neither bars nor studs on the 
soles shall project more than three-quarters of an inch. If nails are 
used they shall be driven in flush with the surface. 


The goalkeeper shall wear colours which distinguish him from the other 
players and from the referee. 


LINESMEN (LAW SIX) — 


Two Linesmen shall be appointed, whose duty (subject to the decision of the 
Referee) shall be to indicate when the ball is out of play and which side 
is entitled to the corner-kick, goal-kick, or throw-in, They shall also assist 
the Referee to control the game in accordence with the Laws. In the event 
of undue interference or improper conduct by a Linesman, the Referee shall 
dispense with his service and arrange for a substitute to be appointed. (The 
matter shall be reported by the Referee to the competent authority). The 
Linesmen should be equipped with flags by the Club on whose ground the 
match is played. 


DURATION OF THE GAME (LAW SEVEN) — 


The duration of the game shall be two equal periods of 45 minutes unless 

otherwise mutually agreed upon, subject to the following:— 

(a) allowance shall be made in either period for all time lost through 
accident or other cause, the amount of which shall be a matter for the 
discretion of the Referee. 

(b) Time shall be extended to permit of a penalty kick being taken at or 
after the expiration of the normal period in either half. 

At half time the interval shall not exceed five minutes except by concent of 

the Referee. 


THE START OF PLAY (LAW EIGHT) — 


(a) At the beginning of the game, choice of ends and the kick-off shall be 

decided by the toss of a coin. The team winning the toss shall have the 
option of choice of ends or the kick-off. 
The referee having given a signal, the game shall be started by a player 
taking a place-kick (i.e. a kick at the ball while it is stationary on the 
ground in the centre of the field of play) into his opponents’ half of 
the field of play, Every player shall be in his own half of the field 
and every player of the team opposing that of the kicker shall remain 
not less than 10 yards from the ball until it is kicked-off; it shall not be 
deemed in play until it has travelled the distance of its own circum- 
ference. The kicker shall not play the ball a second time until it has 
been fouched or played by another player. 
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(b) After a goal has been scored, the game shall be re-started in the like 

manner by a player of the team losing the goal. 

(c) After half-time; when re-starting after half-time, ends shall be changed 
and the kick-off shall be taken by a player of the opposite team to that 


of the player who started the game. 


BALL IN AND OUT OF PLAY (LAW NINE) — 


The Ball is out of play:— 

(a) when it has wholly crossed the goal-line or touch-line, whether on the 
ground or in the air. 

(b) When the game has been stopped by the Referee. 

The ball is in play at all other times from the start of the match to the finish 

including: — 

(a) If the ball rebounds from a goal-post, cross-bar or corner flag post into 
the field of play. 

(b) If it rebounds off either the Referee or Linesmen when they are in the 
field of play. 

(c) In the event of a supposed infringement of the Laws, until a decision is 
given. 


METHOD OF SCORING (LAW TEN) — 


A goal is scored when the whole of the ball has passed over the goal line, 
between the goal-posts and under the crossbar provided it has not been 
thrown, carried or propelled by hand or arm, by a player of the attacking 
side, except in the case of a goalkeeper, who is within his own penalty 
area, 
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A goal may be scored direct from a corner kick but not from a goal kick, 
throw-in or kick-off. 
The team scoring the greater number of goals during a game shall be the 
winner; if no goals, or an equal number of goals are scored, the game shall 
be termed a ‘‘draw'’. 


OFF-SIDE (LAW ELEVEN) — 


(1) A player is off-side if he is nearer his opponents’ goal-line than the ball 

at the moment the ball is played unless: — 

(a) he is in his own half of the field of play. 

(b) there are two of his opponents nearer to their own goal-line than 
he is. 

(c)_ the ball last touched an opponent or was last played by him. 

(d) He receives the ball direct from a goal-kick, a corner-kick, a throw- 
in, or when it was dropped by the referee. 


(2) Off-side shall not be judged at the moment the player in question 
receives the ball, but at the moment when the ball is passed to him by 
one of his own side. A player who is not in an off-side position when 
one of his colleagues passes the ball to him or takes a free-kick does 
not therefore become off-side if he goes forward during the flight of 
the ball. 


MISCONDUCT AND FOULS (LAW TWELVE) — 


A player who intentionally commits any of the following nine offences shall 
be penalised by the award of a direct free kick to be taken by the opposing 
side. 

(i) Kicks or attempts to kick an opponent. 

(ii) Trips an opponent. 

(iii) Jumps at an opponent. 

(iv) Charges an opponent in a violent or dangerous manner. 

(v) Charges an opponent from behind (unless the opponent is obstructing). 

(vi) Strikes or attempts to strike an opponent. 

(vii) Holds an opponent with his hand or any part of his arm. 

(viii) Pushes an opponent. 

(ix) Handles the ball (this does not apply to the goal-keeper within his 

own penalty area). 

Should a defender intentionally commit one of the above offences within his 

own penalty area he shall be penalised by a penalty-kick. A penalty-kick can 

be awarded irrespective of the position of the ball, if in play, at the time an 
offence within the penalty area is committed. 

A player commiting any of the five following offences: — 

(1) Playing in a manner considered by the Referee to be dangerous e.g. 
attempting to kick the ball while it is held by the goal-keeper. 

(2) Charging fairly, i.e. with the shoulder, when the ball is not within 
playing distance of the players concerned and they are definitely not 
trying to play it. 

(3) When not playing the ball, intentionally obstructing an opponent, i.e. 
running between the opponent and the ball or interposing the body 
so as to form an obstacle to an opponent. 

(4) Charging the goal-keeper except when he:— 

(a) is holding the ball, 
(b) is obstructing an opponent, 
(c) has passed outside his goal-area. 
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(5) When playing as goal-keeper:— 

(a) takes more than 4 steps whilst holding, bouncing or throwing the 
ball in the air and catching it again without releasing it so that 
it is played by another player, or 

(b) indulges in tactics which, in the opinion of the Referee, are designed 
merely to hold up the game and thus waste time and so give an 
unfair advantage to his own team. 

shall be penalised by the award of an indirect free-kick to be taken by the 
opposing side from the place where the infringement occurred. 


A player shall be cautioned if:— 

(1) he enters or re-enters the field of play to join or re-join his team after 
the game has commenced, or leaves the field of play during the pro- 
gress of the game (except through accident) without, in either case, 
first having received a signal from the Referee showing him that he 
may do so. If the Referee stops the game to administer the caution 
the game shall be re-started by an indirect free-kick taken by a player 
of the opposing team from the place where the offending player was 
when the Referee stopped the game. If, however, the offending player 
has committed a more serious offence he shall be penalised according to 
that section of the law he infringed. 

(2) he persistently infringes the laws of the game. 

(3) he shows by word or action, dissent from any decision given by the 
Referee. 

(4) he is guilty of ungentlemanly conduct. 


For any of these last three offences, in addition to the caution an indirect 
free-kick shall also be awarded to the opposing side from the place where 
the offence occurred, unless a more serious infringement of the laws of the 
game, was committed. 
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A player shall be sent off the field of play if:— 

(a) in the opinion of the Referee, he is guilty of violent conduct or serious 
foul play. 

(b) he uses foul or abusive language; 

(c) he persists in misconduct after having received a caution. 

If play be stopped by reason of a player being ordered from the field for an 

offence without a separate breach of the Law having been committed, the 

game shall be resumed by an indirect free-kick awarded to the opposing 
side from the place where the infringement took place. 

The following should also be noted in interpreting this Law:— 

a. If the goalkeeper either intentionally strikes an opponent by throwing 
the ball vigorously at him, or pushes him with the ball while holding 
it, the Referee shall award a penalty-kick, if the offence took place 
within the penalty-area. 

b. If a player deliberately turns his back to an opponent when he is about 
to be tackled, he may be charged but not in a dangerous manner. 

c. In case of body-contact in the goal-area between an attacking player 
and the opposing goalkeeper not in possession of the ball, the Referee, 
as sole judge of intention, shall stop the game if, in his opinion, the 
action of the attacking player was intentional, and award an indirect 
free-kick. 

d. If a player leans on the shoulders of another player of his own team in 
front of him in order to head the ball, which he succeeds in doing, the 
Referee shall stop the game, caution the player for ungentlemanly 
conduct and award an indirect free-kick to the opposing side. 

e. A player's obligation when joining or rejoining his team after the start of the 
match to “‘report to the referee'' must be interpreted as meaning to 
‘draw the attention to the Referee from the touch-line’, The signal 
from the Referee shall be made by definite gesture which makes the 
player understand that he may come into the field of play; it is not 
necessary for the Referee to wait until the game is stopped (this does 
not apply in respect of an infringement of Law 4), but the Referee is 
the sole judge of the moment in which he gives his signal of acknowledge- 
ment. 

f. The letter and spirit of Law 12 do not oblige the Referee to stop a 
game to administer a caution. He may, if he chooses, apply the advan- 
tage. If he does apply the advantage, he may caution the player when 
play stops.

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g. If a player covers up the ball without touching it in an endeavour not 
to have it played by an opponent, he obstructs but does not infringe 
Law 12, para 3, because he is already in possession of the ball, and 
covers it for tactical reasons whilst the ball remains within playing 
distance. In fact, he is actually playing the ball and does not commit 
an infringement, in this case, the player may be charged because he is 
in fact playing the ball. 


h. If a player intentionally stretches his arms to obstruct an opponent and 
steps from one side to the other, moving his arms up and down to 
delay his opponent, forcing him to change course, but does not "bodily 
contact’ the Referee shall caution the player for ungentlemanly conduct 
and award an indirect free-kick. This applies also to players who attempt 
to prevent the goalkeeper from putting the ball into play in occordance 
with Law 12, 5{a). 

i. If after a referee has awarded a free-kick a player protests violently by 
using abusive or foul language and is sent off the field, the free-kick 
should not be taken until the player has left the field. 


j. Any player, whether he is within or outside the field of play, whose 
conduct is ungentlemanly or violent, whether or not it is directed towards 
an opponent, a colleague, the referee, a linesman or other person, or 
who uses foul and abusive language, is guilty of an offence and shall 
be dealt with according to the nature of the offence committed, 


k. If in the opinion of the Referee a goalkeeper intentionally lies on the 
ball longer than is necessary, he shall be penalised for ungentlemanly 
conduct, and 
(a) be cautioned, and an indirect free-kick awarded to the opposing 

team. 
(b) In the case of repetition of the offence, be sent off the field. 

|. The offence of spitting at opponents, officials or other persons, or 
similiar unseemly behaviour, shall be considered as violent conduct 
within the meaning of section (a) above. 

m. If, when a referee is about to caution a player, and before he has 
done so, the player commits another offence which merits a caution, 
the player will be sent off the field of play. 
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DISCIPLINARY CODE 


Recently the discretionary power of the referee in relation to misconduct 
has been removed from the Laws of the Game of soccer and therefore any player 
guilty of a cautionable or sending off offence must be dealt with accordingly. 


The following are cautionable offences: — 


i. Entering, re-entering or leaving the field of play without the 
permission of the referee. 


ii. Persistent infringement of the Laws of the Game. 


iii. Dissent either verbal or by action against a decision made by the 
referee. 


iv. Ungentlemanly conduct. 
A player shall be sent off the field if:— 


i. In the opinion of the referee he is guilty of violent conduct or 
serious foul play. 


ii. He uses foul or abusive language. 


iii. He persists in misconduct (i.e. commits another cautionable offence), 
after having received a caution. 


This Disciplinary Code encorporates a system of penalty points with fixed 
points for every offence for which a player can be cautioned. 


If a player tallies twelve (12) penalty points in one season he will automatically 
be suspended for two (2) Championship or Cup games without any right of appeal. 
On return after suspension for having tallied twelve (12) penalty points a player 
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will start again with a clean penalty points record. A record of penalty points 
will be kept on the player's registration card and players whose tally of penalty 
points reaches a total of eight (8) in one season will be notified of their immenent 
suspension by letter to their registered address. The accidential omission to give 
such notice or the non-receipt of such notice by any player(s) will not invalidate 
any suspension incurred. 


Players who have been sent off the field are automatically suspended for three 
(3) Championship or Cup games. Players will have the right of appeal to the 
Appeals and Disciplinary Committee against being sent off provided the appeal 
is lodged with the League's General Secretary not later than 5.00 p.m. on the 
Tuesday of the week following the match during which the offence occurred. 
Players who are found guilty of a sending off offence on appeal by the Appeals 
and Disciplinary Committee must be suspended for three (3) matches although the 
number of matches for which a player is suspended can be increased at the 
discretion of the Appeals and Disciplinary Committee. All appeals against being 
sent off must be accompanied by a deposit of $5.00 and such deposit will be 
refunded at the discretion of the Appeals and Disciplinary Committee. 


The referee's report on the sending off of any player will also be considered 
by the League and the League will have the option of increasing the length of 
the suspension as it sees fit. Players who are suspended’ two or more times in 
one season will be expected to appear before the League and explain their actions 
and such players may be subject to further suspension for bringing the game into 
disrepute. 

The penalty points system is entirely independent and penalty points cannot 
be cancelled in any way during the season, Penalty points accumulated by a 
player lapse at the conclusion of the playing season. 

Suspensions both for being sent off and for receiving more than twelve 
penalty points in one season will be completed in full and may extend into the 
next playing season, 

A player who is sent from the field is not allowed to stand on the touchline 
until he has changed out of his playing strip. He is still regarded as being under 
the jurisdiction of the referee until the match is completed, and the referee has 
left the ground. 
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PENALTY POINTS SYSTEM 


FOUR POINTS — 
1. Tripping an opponent. 
2. Charging an opponent in a dangerous manner. 
3. Dangerous play. 
4. Continued comment to the referee on his decisions. 
5. Dissent against a referee's decision. 
TBREE POINTS — 
1. Deliberate obstruction. 
2. Persistent infringement of the Laws. 
3. Ungentlemanly conduct. 
4. Seeking to gain an unfair advantage. 


TWO POINTS — 


1. Intentional holding, pushing or pulling of an opponent. 
2. Encroachment within nine (9) metres at a free kick. 

3. Deliberate handling of the ball. 

4. Wasting time. 

5. Moving arms about to obstruct an opponent. 

6. Goalkeeper lying on the ball to waste time. 

7. Distracting opponenis at a free kick. 

8. Encroachment into penalty area at a penalty kick. 

9. Gesticulating by Penalty taker. 
10. Distracting an opponent at a throw-in.

Iie Entering, re-entering or leaving the field of play without the referee's 
permission.

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CONSTITUTION 


(Currently under review) 


An edited form of the Constitution of the Bendigo Soccer League is reprinted 
here for the benefit of all players, supporters and other interested persons. A copy 
of the full Constitution is held by all clubs and Members of the Board of Man- 
agement and may be consulted at any time. 


1. TITLE: 
The Title of the League shall be the ‘Bendigo Soccer League"’. 
4, OBJECTS:: 


(a) To support and advance the game of soccer in Bendigo, the surrounding 
district and elsewhere. 


(b) To promote proper methods and practices of the game of soccer. 
(c) To repress all transgressions of the rules and laws of the game of soccer. 


9. ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING: 


(a) The Board of Management shall be elected at the’ Annual General 
Meeting and shall consist of:— 
(1) President, 
(2) General Secretary, 
(3) Treasurer, 


and (4) Six other members (6). 
The General Secretary shall be deemed to be the Senior Vice-President 
and the Treasurer shall be deemed to be the Junior Vice-President. 
No member club may at any time have more than three (3) representa- 
tives on the Board of Management. Any club that is not represented 
on the Board of Management is expected to send an observer to Board 
of Management Meetings. 


(b) Where the President, General Secretary, Treasurer or any other member 
of the Board of Management dies or resigns during his term of office the 
Board of Management shall be empowered to appoint any of its members 
to different offices within the Board of Management. A new member(s) 
shall then be co-opted to the Board of Management to fill the vacancy(s) 
so caused. Members so co-opted shall hold office until the next Annual 
General Meeting as if they had been elected to the Board of Manage- 
ment. 


13. REGISTRATION FEES, AFFILIATION FEES AND SUBSCRIPTIONS: 


The Board of Management shall be empowered to fix and/or alter registration 
fees, affiliation fees and subscriptions before or during any playing season. 


14. CONSTITUTION AND RULES: 
(a) The Constitution and Rules of the League may be amended, added to, 
varied or rescinded in whole or in part. 


(b) Any amendment or alteration must be carried by a majority of two- 
thirds of all votes cast at the Annual General Meeting. Such amendment 
shall take effect immediately after being carried at the Annual General 
Meeting. 
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15. CLUBS: 


(a) For admission as a member club every applicant shall apply in writing 
for each and every season. 


(b) The League shall have absolute discretion to refuse to admit any appli- 
cation to membership. 


(f) No club shall change its name or the colours of its playing outfit without 
the approval of the League. 


(g) All member clubs shall be responsible for the conduct of their members, 
players, officers and officials. 


(h) All communications from member clubs to the League must be in writing. 


(i) Schools have first call on all schoolboy players, where any school 
requires the services of a schoolboy player they must get first con- 
sideration. The League shall have power to nullify or otherwise award 
the result of a game where any member club can be shown to have 
disregarded this rule. 


(i) Clubs wishing to nominate for the following season must have had 
their applications in writing received by the Bendigo Soccer League 
by the Ist December in the year preceding the start of the desired 
playing season. Such application shall be accompanied by the required 
registration fee, if any. 
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16. TRANSFERS:

No player shall transfer from one club to another club without his 
consent, the consent of his club and the approval of the League, provided 
that no club shall unreasonably withhold its consent. It shall be left to 
the Appeals and Disciplinary Committee to decide whether or not the 
withholding of such consent was unreasonable and the decision of 
this Committee shall be final. 


All Clubs must receive permission from a player's previous club and 
from the League before considering the transfer of any player to be 
legal. 


The transfer should take the following form:— 


(i) Written transfer application from the player to his club, with a 
copy being sent to the General Secretary of the League. 


(ii) Written decision of his club to the player with a copy being 
sent to the General Secretary of the League. 


(iii) Written decision from the League to both the clubs involved and 
the player. 


(iv) No transfer shall be deemed to be complete until written con- 
firmation is received from the League. 


A time limit is set on the process laid out in section 16 (c) of one 
calendar month, subsequent to which the Board of Management will 
adjudicate alone, should the matter not have already been concluded. 


A player who does not play in Bendigo Soccer League from the 1st 
January of one year to the Ist January of the following year shall not 
be required to comply with the above transfer requirements. 


The annual deadline for transfer of players between member clubs 
shall be the 1st of July or the day on which the final matches of the 
first round of the League Championships are played, whichever date 
is the later.
